FEARFUL EXPLOSION

He was found dead in his 
cabin an hour afterward strangled with a 
silk scarf. The Chinamen say he hanged 
himself, but the indications are that he was 
strangled by his friends to put him out of 
misery. There is a terrible scene of suffer­ 
ing in camp and the ruin all around the 
month of the tunnel. 
The engine for 
pumping air is disabled, pipes broken, 
sheds wrecked, and broken umbers scat­ 
tered all around. The gas prevents any 
attempt to recover the bodies at presents.

blame can be attached to the contractors. 
It D believed the wmte men taken from 
the tunnel will live, but several or the 
Chinamen brought out ars fataly injured.

The 
following Is the method that can be used: 
Cat Into four or six parts a moderate-sized 
loaf of bread that is two days old—it must 
be neither newer nor staler. 
With one of 
these pieces, after blowing off all thednsi; 
from the paper to be cleaned with a good 
pair of bellows, begin at the top of the 
room, holding with the crust in the hand 
and wisping lightly downward with the 
crumb, 
about 
halt 
a 
yard 
at 
each stroke, till the upper part of the 
banging Is completely cleaned all around. 
Then no around again, with a light sweep­ 
ing stroke downward, and always com­ 
mencing each successive course a little 
higher than the upper stroke had extend­ 
ed, till the bottom is finished. This opera­ 
tion, if carefully performed, will frequently 
make yery old paper look almost equal to 
new. Great caution most be used not by 
any means to rub the paper hard, or to at­ 
tempt cleaning it in a lateral or horizontal 
way, and the pieces renewed as soon as it 
may become necessarJ.—Cabinet-Maker.

A butle wood 
charcoal will be good also to mix, but sing­ 
ly, will not be as good as the coal screen­ 
ings. A little sulphur will be very good lf 
the animal be costive. Mix about one- 
tenth of common salt with the coal screen­ 
ings. This will be all you wiil need do, if 
you do it at once.

Bathe constantly with cold water, or good 
vinegar, half and half, or two (2) drams of 
salamoniac pulverized and then thoroughly 
mixed with strong vinegar.

When, and not before, 
all inflammation has subsided, cut off the 
hair and blister with fly ointment, or bin­ 
iodide of mercury Aye or six times, or use 
instead acetate of cantharidea

the blister, so as to prevent the ooze from 
excoriating the limb below. This will

any other, in my opinion, will be more 
than likely to permanently remove the 
enlargement, termed, capped hock. Be­ 
sides the above, I would recommend inter­ 
nal doses of iodide of potassa. Give about 
thirty grains in a little damp bran, or giye 
in half a pail of his drinking water, half 
an hour before giving him his morning’s 
drink, follow up this for a week or ten 
days, then discontinue the medicine alto­ 
gether.

CHICAGO I S EAHLF TIMES. 
To the Editor: 
C hicago, N ov. IS.—I promised some 
Weeki ago to give your readers a lew 
sketches ol “Chicago by gaslight.” I will 
m ake this an introductory chapter, by 
recillm g to mind a few out of the many 
events of early times connected with this 
great city, and then take modern Chicago 
as it is by gaslight. 
W hen we take into 
consideration the enormous growth of the 
city during the past forty years, our won­ 
der will in a measure cease when we like­ 
wise consider that no other city on the face 
of the globe, with the exception of New 
York, had or now has, so m aoy natural 
advantages in every respect. The great 
and growing country west of it, rapidly 
being settled w ith enterprising and indus­ 
trious farm ers, in connection with beiLg 
the head center of inland navigation, will, 
in a very few years, m ake it the most pop­ 
ular and im poitan! city of the world 
W here Chicago now stands was ceded to 
the United States by the Indians in the 
treaty ol Granville, iu 1795. F ort D ear­ 
born was contemplated, and orders issued 
by the War Departm ent, in 1803. No other 
available spot could be found. Six miles 
cquarc had been given by the Indians. 
At 
that time, only three huts belonging to 
French traders could be found, in connec­ 
tion witn their Indian wives and brood t 
half-breeds. 
The mouth of the river at 
that time had a large sand-bar or drift, and 
was very shallow. 
The Uuiled States cchooner ‘‘Tracy” 
sailed from the shores of M ichigan, and 
and anchored outside.

By Lls own 
efforts, and with the aid aud cooperation 
ot Bishop Whipple and others, he has 
built up one the finest institutions in the 
northwest. He has erected main baiidingsy 
dormitories, chapel, aud a boarding house 
ol the most substantial character, made of 
fine blue limestone, which is found on tho 
ground. These buildings are finished finely, 
tiled floored, stained glass, in fact every­ 
thing in keeping with the general appear 
un ce of (substantiality aod attractiveness.
